The quantity of v egetables which 
can be produced on a small area of 
well fed soil will 
amaze

who has not tried it. All the fresh 
v egetables, 
except 
potatoes 
and 
sweet corn, required for a family 
of fiv e from July 1 to Nov , 1, were 
grown in a test garden 20x26 feet 
made near Chicago by the National 
Garden Bureau last year. 
This little garden was simply laid 
out, as the plan shows. The soil 
was poor, but it was enriched with 
50 pounds of 
commercial 
plant 
food, rak ed into the surface after 
the soil w^s spaded. 
Rows were 
laid out 18 inches apart, with a 
3 foot grass path in the center, as 
the plan shows. A decorativ e fence 
surrounding it supported pole beans 
and tomatoes. 
Here is the way it was planted, 
the num bers referring to the loca­ 
tions indicated on the plan:

to be neglected; which greatly In­ 
creased the pleasure of the gar­ 
dener. Garden disappointments are 
often due to attem pting too much, 
which prev ents proper 
care 
and 
feeding of the plant. 
The 
crops 
grew 
abundantly, 
thank s to care; and the yield was 
as great as from a much 
larger 
area, not so well look ed after. 
For pleasurable recreation, v ege­ 
table gardening is In no way in­ 
ferior to flower growing. In beauty, 
it may easily compete. There is as 
great a thrill for the grower of 
a 
line tomato, as a fine flower. And 
the contribution which fresh v ege­ 
tables mak e to the 
health 
of 
a 
growing family would be difficult 
to excel.

Frenchm an was attracted by them, 
took them home to France, and 
in that sunnier land they became 
the parents of the “tea-scented”, 
or “tea” rose. 
They became tre­ 
mendously popular and were sold 
by the hundreds as pot plants. 


Delicate Rose 
The tea rose is a rather delicate 
rose. 
It is a t its best in France, 
whence most of the fine v arieties 
hav e come. 
In the warm er parts 
of our own country it grows well. 
Maman Cochet, an old fav orite In 
California gardens, is a tea rose. 
H arry Kirk e is one of the few 
tea roses offered 
here. 
It has 
gracefully formed buds, deep sul­ 
phur yellow, and 
is delightfully 
fragrant. 
The 
color 
is 
inclined 
to fade on the bush but is re­ 
tained if cut in the bud. 
Lady 
Hillingdon is another yellow tea 
rose grown here, both In the bush 
and as a climber. It also has long, 
graceful buds, ornamented by lacy 
sepals which giv e this rose an ex­ 
ceptional daintiness.

A N S W E R IN G J A Y F R A N K LIN ’S Q U E S T IO N 
Jay Franklin asks the qu estio n, “Tell me why the 
men who created the crash in 19 29 hav e remained in 
co ntro l o f indu stry after they were discredited by 
their o wn failu res.” 
Mr. Franklin has assu med th at men in co ntro l o f 
indu stry were respo nsible fo r th , crash o f 19 29 . 
He 
has g iv en no pro o f o f this assu mptio n. 
The men 
in co ntro l o f indu stry did no t w rite the laws which 
bro u g ht o n the crash o f 19 29 . 
They did no t hav e 
su fficient v o tes to enact law« . 
The laws 
that 
bro u g ht o n the crash in 19 29 were made by leg is­ 
lato rs elected by the peo ple and these leg islato rs 
were men who pro mised to bring abo u t a co nditio n 
by law and the peo ple believ ed these men. 
The crash was du e to u neco no mic laws passed, as 
we hav e repeatedly sr:d, in 19 13 and 19 14. 
These 
laws led the peo ple to believ e th at the g o v ernment 


A sho rt time a g o , a number o f U. S. sen­ 
a to rs, principa lly members o f the ma jo rity 
pa rty , co nferred with a v iew to crea ting a 
definite pro g ra m fo r pro mo ting reco v ery . 
Their co nclusio ns, embra ced in 1 0 pro po sa ls, 
were presented to the sena te by Jo seph 
Ba iley o f No rth Ca ro lina . A dig est o f these 
10 v ita lly impo rta nt po ints fo llo ws: 
1 . The ca pita l g a ins ta x a nd the undis­ 
tributed pro fits ta x sho uld be tho ro ug hly re­ 
v ised a t o nce, so a s to enco ura g e the no rma l 
flo w o f sa v ing s into pro ductiv e enterprise. 
2 . A sta rt sho uld be ma de to wa rd ba la nc­ 
ing the federa l budg et, in o rder tha t public 
credit ma y be preserv ed a nd fea rs which 
deter inv estment, ended. 
3. The co nstitutio na l g ua ra ntees o f the 
rig ht o f the wo rker to wo rk, a nd the o wner 
o f pro perty to its po ssessio n, must be pre­ 
serv ed a nd enfo rced. 
4 . Go v ernment sho uld sta y o ut o f fields 
which belo ng to the rea lm o f priv a te in­ 
dustry , a nd if the g o v ernment do es pro po se 
co u ld be ex trav ag ant and take the tax es 
fro m the 
to Co mpete in a ny field, due no tice sho uld be 
rich and no t 
lo wer the standard

These inequ alities in co m­ 
pensatio n became so serio u s th at when they co u ld 
no t lo ng er co ntinu e cau sed the crash. 
So . Mr. Franklin, when y o u co ntend th at indu strial 
leaders In co ntro l created the crash o f 19 29 , y o u 
are assu m ing so mething th a t te no t based o n facts. 
The indu strial leaders were o blig ed to u se the 
mo ney sy stem established by the g o v ernment and 
to perm it wag e lev els th a t were discriminato ry to 
the farm ers to co me into effect. 
They were no t 
respo nsible fo r the dry ing u p o f the real wealth o f 
the wo rld du e to the ex trav ag ance o f the g o v ern­ 
ment as a resu lt cf the belief th a t the g o v ernment 
co u ld be ex trav ag ant and no t deplete the capital 
o f the co u ntry th at fu rnished emplo y ment. 
Fo r this reaso n, tho se who were the mo st efficient 
in indu stry and did no t lo se all their equ ities, were 
permitted to still co ntinu e to manag e th at part o f 
indu stry the po liticians hav e no t abro g ated to them ­ 
selv es. 
Since the fo rmer depressio n, the po liticians hav e 
fu rther cu rtailed the rig ht o f priv ate manag ement 
to manag e indu stry by the U ndistribu ted Pro fits Tax , 
which makes it po ssible fo r the po liticians to take 
any fractio n o f the pro fits o f the indiv idu al they 
may see fit. 
And they hav e fu rther abro g ated the rig hts o f 
priv ate manag ement, by the W ag ner Natio nal Labo r 
Relatio ns Act, which g iv es the po liticians the final 
au tho rity to determine whether o r no t an emplo y e 
may be discharg ed, if emplo y ed by a bu siness en­ 
g ag ed in interstate co mmerce. 
This leav es m ig hty little, Mr. Franklin, o f m an­ 
ag ement fo r priv ate bu siness. 
The hiring o f help is 
the mo st im po rtant part o f any bu siness and no w 
since this is in reality being taken o v er by the po li­ 
ticians, and the po liticians hav e a rig ht to determine 
w hat part o f the pro fits, if any , be left to m anag e­ 
ment, ho w can bu siness be held respo nsible fo r the 
present crash? 
If y o u r assu m ptio n were tru e, Mr. Franklin, that 
indu stry created the crash in 19 29 , they certainly 
sho u ld no t be left in co ntro l o f indu stry ; bu t they 
did no t create the crash. 
Uneco no mic laws and 
pu blic o pinio n created the crash.

6. Priv a te credit must be preserv ed, a nd 
tha t mea ns tha t the na tio n’s co lla tera l o n 
which a ll credit depends, must be preserv ed. 
7. There must be a n a ssura nce tha t ta x es 
will no t be further increa sed, a nd tha t they 
will be reduced a t the ea rliest po ssible time. 
8. Sta tes’ rig hts, ho me rule a nd lo ca l self- 
g o v ernment must be v ig o ro usly ma inta ined, 
unless pro v ed definitely ina dequa te. 
9 . The needy must be a ided under a sy s­ 
tem which is no n-po litica l a nd no n-pa rtisa n. 
1 0 . La stly , the na tio n sho uld rely , in the 
future, a s in the pa st, upo n the America n 
sy stem o f priv a te initia tiv e a nd enterprise. 
This pro g ra m needs no co mment. 
It is 
a rea l pro sperity pro g ra m. It is ba sed upo n 
the principles tha t ha v e ma de America 
g rea t. If co ng ress will a do pt it, it will ma ke 
a ma g nificent co ntributio n no t o nly to re­ 
co v ery , but to the ma intena nce o f U. S. 
demo cra cy .

CHEAPER CASUALTY INSURANCE 


On Ja nua ry 1 7, a substa ntia l reductio n in 
ba nk ro bbery insura nce ra tes went into ef­ 
fect, a cco rding to a n a nno uncement by the 
Ca sua lty a nd Surety Underwriters. The re­ 
ductio n, which a v era g es mo re tha n 1 0 per 
cent, a pplies to a ll sta tes ex cept New Yo rk 
which co ntinues to ha v e the lo west ra tes in 
the co untry . 
This reductio n fo llo ws o ne ma de in June, 
1 9 36, a nd is ba sed o n a co ntinued lessening 
o f ba nk ro bbery lo sses. 
The effectiv eness 
o f the a ctiv ities o f the Federa l Burea u o f 
Inv estig a tio n, plus the use o f time-lo ck sa fe 
with the co unter-sa sh limita tio n pla n, a re 
g iv en much o f the credit fo r the dro p in 
lo sses. 
Fro m the sta ndpo int o f the g enera l public, 
their reductio n is a co ncrete ex a mple o f the 
fa ct tha t it lies within the peo ple’s po wer to 
cut the co sts o f a ll ty pes o f ca sua lty insur­ 
a nce, by lessening lo sses. Auto mo bile lia bil­ 
ity a nd pro perty da ma g e pro v ide a ca se in 
po int. 
The co st o f this ty pe o f insura nce 
ha s tended to rise stea dily in recent y ea rs. 
Ho wev er, with the a uto mo bile a ccident rec­ 
o rd so a ring , the ca sua lty co mpa nies ha v e 
ha d no cho ice in the ma tter. But when their 
cla im pa \7nents a re mo unting by lea ps a nd 
bo unds, po licy premiums must rise. Reduce 
the a uto mo bile’s to ll o f life a nd pro perty , 
a nd a uto mo bile insura nce ra tes will g o 
do wn. 
The elimina tio n o f a ccident cla im fra uds, 
a mbula nce cha sing a nd simila r crimina l a c­ 
tiv ities likewise ha v e a sa luta ry effect o n the 
ca sua lty insura nce ra te structure. 
We will 
g et chea per insura nce pro tectio n when o per­ 
a ting ex perience ma kes it po ssible.

FIRE TRAP SCHOOLS 


Ag a in the No rth America n co ntinent ha s 
been the scene o f a g ha stly scho o l fire—a 
sma ll co lleg e in Mo ntrea l, in which the dea th 
list wa s mo re tha n a sco re. 
The hundred- 
o dd pupils a nd students who were sa v ed o we 
their liv es to mira culo usly g o o d fo rtune. 
As ma ny a utho rities ha v e po inted o ut, the 
co nditio n in tho usa nds o f America n scho o ls 
presents a co nsta nt ha za rd to their o ccu­ 
pa nts. 
And this is true no t o nly o f o ld 
wo o den building s which were erected befo re 
much wa s kno wn o f fire-resistiv e co nstruc­ 
tio n. Ma ny a rela tiv ely new scho o l, tho ug h 
ha ndso me a nd ma ssiv e in a ppea ra nce, is 
ho ney co mbed with unnecessa ry ha za rds. 
Ina dequa te sta irwa y s, do o rs tha t o pen in­ 
wa rd, po o rly situa ted fire-esca pes—these a re 
but a few o f the da ng ers tha t ca n be fo und 
in scho o ls built a t g rea t co st in recent y ea rs 
a s well a s the ra msha ckle building s o f y es­ 
tery ea r. 
We do n’t think this a pplies to the ma jo r­ 
ity o f scho o ls in Sa nta Ana , o r Ora ng e 
co unty fo r tha t ma tter. 
The scho o l bo a rds which ha v e jurisdictio n 
o v er da ng ero us building s didn’t co nscien­ 
tio usly a ppro v e ha za rdo us desig n a nd co n­ 
structio n. They simply didn’t kno w a ny bet­ 
ter. But here is a ca se where ig no ra nce is 
no ex cuse—w'here, indeed, it is in the na ture 
o f a crime. No scho o ls sho uld be built until 
qua lified ex perts ha v e ex a mined a nd a p­ 
pro v ed the blueprints. 
And ev ery ex isting 
scho o l—no ma tter ho w sa fe it ma y seem to 
the la y ma n—sho uld be inspected by ex perts 
in o rder to unea rth a nd co rrect po ssible 
da ng ers. 


N O T B R A IN S W E A T 
Senato r Geo rg e W. Ro chester tells the Santa Ana 
Ho me Owned Bu siness asso ciatio n th at machines 
hav e wiped o u t emplo y ment; th at the sweat o f the 
bro w is no lo ng er a so u rce o f wealth. 
Senato r Ro chester do es no t u nderstand that the 
sweat o f the bro w means the sweat o f the brain— 
the u ee o f the mind. 
If it were no t fo r machines, this who le territo ry 
wo u ld be a desert and there wo u ld no t be o ne perso n 
in Orang e co u nty where there is no w 100. 
It make« 
po ssible pro du ctio n that su pplies life. 
If it were 
no t fo r machines, we wo u ld no t be taking o il o u t 
o f Califo rnia fro m two miles depth. 
We wo u ld no t 
be pu mping water and raising o rang es. 
To hav e a leg islato r who has no mo re discrim ina­ 
tio n than to make a statem ent o f this kind is cer­ 
tainly ev ident th at pu re demo cracy canno t su ppo rt 
a hig h standard o f liv ing .

We wo u ld ask the senato r whether we do no t bu y

On Janu ary 3, 19 36, the President said in his mes­ 
sag e to co ng ress: “They realize th at in 34 mo nths 
we hav e bu ilt u p new instru ment« o f pu blic po wer. 
In the hands o f a peo ple's g o v ernment this po wer is 
who leso me and pro per. Bu t in the hands o f po litical 
pu ppets o f an eco no mic au to cracy su ch po wer wo u ld 
pro v ide shackles fo r the liberties o f the peo ple.” 
This statem ent is certainly tru e. 
The President, 
thro u g h the representativ es, no w hav e almo st co m­ 
plete co ntro l o f indu stry . 
He perm its u nio ns to 
take po ssessio n and then tell who may be hired. 
His representativ es tell what men may be discharg ed. 
His representativ es tell w hat lo ans are g o o d a t the 
banks. 
He has the po wer to issu e $3,000,000,000 
wo rth o f new mo ney and po wer to fu rther chang e 
the v alu e o f a do llar; the po wer to make tariffs and 
co ng ress has the po wer to determine what part, If 
any , pro fits can be retained by the pro du cer.

hearing s. 
Bu t I nev er saw o ne 
in which so me u nsu spected 
eo -lo 
artist with an u nlo v ely v o ice didn’t 
break do wn and crash the sweet 
harmo ny o f a lo v e cho ru s pre-ar­ 
rang ed by so me trade asso ciatio n. 
There may be so me su ch sing ­ 
ing o u t o f tu ne at the co ming 
co ncert, bu t my bet is o n Uncle 
Danny o n the g eneral resu lt. 
In 
fo u r y ears as co ndu cto r o f his 
fu tile Bu siness Adv iso ry Co u ncil, 
no t o ne string ent no te o f disco rd 
ev er leaked o u t to o ffend the pu b­ 
lic ear—and tho se were bu siness 
big sho ts. 
If he 
co u ld 
handle 
them In harm o ny fo r so lo ng , he 
certainly
